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37 Bodies Found: 18 Others 
Believed In Wreckage Of .....

MILES CITY, Mont., 1u — Salvage 


crews raised a mud-covered sleeping 
car from the bed of Custer Creek to- 
day and removed the bodies of two 
mcre victims of the wreck of the 
Olympian. deluxe train of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee, St. Paul and Pacific Rail- 
road, but the rescue work was halted 
temporarily while repairs were made 
to the hoisting machinery. 

Railroad men said they believed 18 
more bodies remained in the sleep- 
er, bringing the total known dead in 
one of the most disastrous rail wrecks 
in nistory to 55 men, women and child- 
ren. 

Workmen who entered the Pullman 
when it was lifted above the runnin. 
creek water reported the car was fill- 
ed and it not 
to devermine immediately how many 
persons had met death in it. The two 
bodies which were removed were cak- 
ed with mud. 

The salvage work was halted when 
Oopreators of the hoisting machinery 
expressed the fear the crane which 
had lifted the car from the 
would collapse if it was not stabilized. 

Ribbing material was sent for. It 
was to be placed under the 100-ton lift 
before operations were*to be resum- 
ed. 

Before the car was raised 35 bodies 
had been recovered from the wreck- 
age of the train, which plunged 
through a trestle across Custer Creel: 
early Sunday morning. The trestle 
had been weakened by a cloudburst 
which sent a wall of water roaring 
down the creek, normally a listless 
stream in the arid eastern Montana 
range country.
